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Translation Notes 


Page 33 - Katakana 
The Japanese writing system consists of three different scripts— 
hiragana, katakana, and kanji—that are simultaneously used to 
convey meaning. “Kanji” are the pictographic characters based 
off of the Chinese writing system that are most commonly 

used for names and nouns. However, since pronunciations of 
kanji can be very different, especially for names, the waitress 
asked customers to write their names in “katakana”, which is a 
phonetic script, to ensure customers are addressed properly. 


Sorimachi 
Although “Sorimachi” is an actual last name, it’s very likely that this 
is a joke: “Sori” sounds a lot like “sorry,” and “machi” sounds like a 
form of the verb “to wait,” so when the name is called, it would come 
out a bit like “Sorry-to-keep-you-waiting, your table is ready,” 


Page 34 - Sengokumura 
Remi actually says “Dakuten sound strong!” A dakuten is a phonetic 
symbol that looks like a left-slanting double quotation mark 

(this: ° ), and adding one at the upper right of a hiragana or katakana 
syllable changes that syllable to its voiced version. “Ko” becomes 
“go,” “su” becomes “zu,” and so on. "Voiced" is a linguistic term 

for sounds that use vocal cords to produce sound, as opposed to 
“voiceless” sounds which are not produced using vocal cords. 


Page 34 - Pocky 
A popular snack in Japan that was first sold by Yoshiaki Koma 
in 1966. Pocky are chocolate-coated biscuit sticks. 


Page 44 - Mynah bird 
This bird species is native to Asia and is known for its 
ability to mimic sounds almost as well as a parrot. 


Page 55 - Hospital 
Even for minor illnesses and injuries, people in Japan will go to the 
hospital instead of smaller local clinics to get treated. So the remark 
about Iura going to the hospital is similar to telling him to “see a doctor.” 


Page 56 - Mask 
In Japan and other parts of Asia, it’s really common to wear 

a paper surgical mask in public when you're sick, to avoid 
passing on what you've got, or when lots of people around you 
are sick, so you won't catch someone else’s cold or flu. 


Page 139 - Ikkun 
Miyamura’s childhood nickname comes from a shortening of his 
first name “Izumi” and the suffix “-kun”, which is often used for 
young boys. The nickname comes across as very childish and cute, 
hence Miyamura’s embarrassment at hearing the nickname. 


Page 169 - Yanyagi 
Instead of using the word, “meow” to describe a cat's animal 
noise, Japan use the word “nya”. So Yanagi’s cat nickname 
comes from a combination of his name, “Yanagi” and “nya.”
